A crime againſt the Law of Natue againſt 
the rules of Tuſtice, that innocent men {hould be charged with fo great 
anoffence as Treaton in the face of the higheſt judicatory of theKing- 
dom,wherby their Lives and Eſtates,their Blood and Honour are en- 
dangered without witneſſe, without evidence, without all poſſibility 
of reparation 1n a legall ceurſe, yet a crime of ſuch a nature that His 
MajcſtiesCommand can no more. warrant then it canany other at of 
1njultice.It is true that thoſe things which are evillin their owne na- 
ture,ſuch as a falſe Teſtimony or falſe Accuſation, cannot be the fub- 
je& of any Command,or induce anyObligation of ovedience upon a= 
ny man by any authority whatſoever. Therfore the Attorney in this 
Caſe was bound to refuſe to execnte ſuch a Command, unlefie he had

The Examination of Colonell Goring, taken - 
' June 19. 164 1. 


To the E faith, That in Zext laſt ( as he remembers) abour 
frſt In. the middle of it, Sir Fohn Suckling came to him on 
. Sunday morning as he was in his bed,and this Examinate concei- 

ving he had come to him about ſome buſineſſe of money that was 
berweene them;and thereupon falling upon that diſcourſe, Sir Johx 
Sucklingtold him} e was then come abour another buſineſſe, which 
wasSto acquaint him, That there was a purpoſe of bringing the Ar- 
my.to London, And that my Lord of New-caſtle was to be Ge- 
nerall,and he,this Examinate, Lieutenant Generall,if he would ac- 
cept of ic, And further ſaid, That he would heare more of this bu- 
fineſſe at Court:to which this Examinate anſwered only this, Wel, 
then I will go to the Court ; which was all that paſſed berweene 
ther at that time,to the beſt of his Examinates remembrance. 

To the ſec;nd, He cannot depoſe, 

To the third,He ſaith, That as hewas comming in his Coach in 
the ſtreere, out of the Covent-Garden into S, Martins Lane, he met 
there Mr. Henry Iermin,who was likewiſe in a Coach ; and feeing 
this Examinate, ſent his Foot-man to him,defiring him to follow 

him, becauſe he would ſpeak with him; which this Examinate did: 

And Mr. Iermin going a little further, alighted, and went into a 

houſe (ro which houſe, as this Examinate was bur yeſterday in- 

formed, Sir John Suckling did then uſually reſort) and thither this 

Examinate followed him;and comming afcer him to the top of the 

Stayres, Mr. [ermiz ſaid to him, He had ſomewhar to lay to hin 

concerning the Army,bur that this was no fit place to ſpeak of Ir, 

and deſired him to meet him that evening art the Court, on the 

Queenes ſide; which this Examinate according]y didzand mect- 

ing Mg Jermin in the Queenes drawing Chamber, he was there 

rold by him, That the Queen would ſpeak with him, and therupon 

Mr. Irrmin brought him into the Queens Bed-chamber: Bur before 

this Ezaminate couldenter into any diſcourſe with the return 
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; Kit came in, and then this Examinate, did withdraw, and went 
away for that. time, buc returtied 'aghin the ſame night, and. mer 
Mr.” [crmy» again on the Quieens fide, who rold him that he muſt 
neceſſarily meet wichſome Officers of the Army, to heare-ſome 
Propoſitions concerning the Army. The next day being Mun- 
day,thisExaminate came gin to-the Court in the afier-noon,and- 
went into the Queens drawing-Chamber,where Her Majeſty then - 
was,who was pleaſed to tell him that the King would ſpeake with 
him, and bag him repaire ro the roome within the Gallery, into 
whigh Room the King ſoon after came ; and His Maiefty asked 
him, ifhe was engaped in any Cabale concerning the Army : « 
which he anſwered, That he was not: whereu y har His Majeſty 
replyed; I command you then to joyne your (elfe with Percy,and 
{ome others whom you will "oe wich him. And- his Maieſty- 
likewiſe ſaid, I have a defireto put my Army in a good poſture; 
and im adviſed unto ir by my Lord of Briſtol : which was the ef- 
fect of whar paſſed berweene the King and the Examinarte at thar 
time, The Examinate meeting afterwards with Mr. Termyn,. Mr. - 
Termyntold him that they were to meet at evening at nine-of the 
clocke with Mr, Percy, and ſome others, at Mr. Peycies. Ch:mber; 
and accordingly Mr, Jermyn and he went thither rogether, and 
there found Mr, Percy himſelf, Mr. VVilmot, Mr. Aſhbarnbazm, ' Mr, 
Pollard Nix.Oncale,and Sir Toby Bartley; Mr.Percy then in the.firſt | 
place rendered an Oath to this Examinate and Mr. lermyn,che reſt. 
laying they had taken that Oath already: this Oath was prepared :- 
in writing, and was to this effeft, That they ſhowld neither direftly 
nor. indirectly diſcloſe any thing of that which ſhould be rhew ſaid unto 
theys nor think themſelves abſolved from the ſecrecy enjoyned by this 
Oath, by any-oiher Oath which ſhould be afterwards taken by them. 
They having taken the Oath, Mr. Percy declared, That they were 
reſolved nor to admir of any body elſe into their Councells : 
And Mr. 1:rmyn and this Examinate moved that Sir [ohn Suckling 
might be received amongſt them ; which being oppoſed by the 
reſt, aker ſome debare, ic was laid afide : and ſome ſpeech there 
was of Sir John Suckling his being imployed in the Army;but how 
ic was agreed upon, this Examinate doth not remember. 

After this Mr. Percy made his Propoſirions, which he read ont 
of a paper, which were to this effe&, That the Army ſhould pre- 
{ently be putinco a poſture to ſerve the King,and then ſhould ſend 
up a Declaration ro the Parliament, oftheſe particulars, viz. That

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nothing ſhould be done in Parliament contrary « er AG 
cf Parhament, which was explained,- That Biſhops ſhould bee 
 maintained.in their, Votes/and FunCions, And the Kings revenue 
be eſtabliſhed, From theſe Propoſitions none of M. Percies Com- 
pany did declare themſelves to diſſent, Then came into conſide- 
ration,if the Army ſhould not immediatly be brought ro London, 
whichas this Fxaminate remembers,w:s firſt propounded by Mr. 
Termin,and alſo the m»king ſure of the Tower, Theſe things this 
Examinate did urge, to ſhew the vanicy and danger of the other 
Propoſitions, without undertaking this, In'the concluſion, this 
Examinate did proteſt againſt his having any thing to do in ei- 
ther deſign ; for che proofe of which, he appeales to the conſcien- 
ces of them thar were preſent, and ſo parted with them. Abour 
this buſineſſe this Examinare ſaich, Thar they had two meetings, 
and cannot diſtinguiſh what paſſed at the one, and whar at the 
other, but the reſult of all was as he formerly declared : further 
then which, he cannot depoſe. : 
To the fourth Imt.He canſay no more then ke hath already ſaid, 
To the fifth Int. He faith, That the very day that Sir Fohn Suck- 
ling firſt moved this unto him, he gave ſome touch of it tro my 
Lord Dangarvan:and the dayafter his ſecond meeting at Mr. Per- 
_ ciesChamber, he diſcovered itto the Lord of Newport,and defired 
him co bring him'to ſome other Lords, ſuch as might be likelieſt 
to prevent all miſchiefe : and accordingly the nexc day my Lord 
of Newport brought him to my Lord of Bedford mmy Lord Say,and 
my Lord Mandevill, ro whom he imparted the maine of the bu- 
ſineſſe; bur nat the particulars, in regard of his Oath ; and defired 

them to make uſe of. it as they ſhou'd ſee cauſe, for the ſafery- of the 

Common wealth, but not to produce him, nor name any perſon, 

. except there were a neceſſity for it. He further ſaith, That he did 

at the ſame time make a Proteſtation unto thoſe Lords of his fi- 

delity unto the Common-wealth, and of his readineſſe to run al!

x Hat with my own innocency and the violence I heare is 
V againſt meJ]l finde my ſelf much diſtrated,l will not ask 
your councell becauſe it may bring preiudice upon you;bur I will 
with all faithfulneſſe and truch rell you what my part. hath beene, 
that at leaſt I may be cleared by you whatſoever becomes of me. 

When there was 50000, pound deſigned by the Parliamenr 
for the Englifh army,there was as Itake it a ſudden demand made 
by the Scots *t the ſame time of 25000. pound, of whichthere 
was,but 15000, pound ready, this they preſſed with ſo much ne- 
ceſſity as-the Parliament after an Order made, did think ir-fit. for 
them to dedu@ 19090,1i,out of the 50. formerly granted, upon 
which the ſouldiers in our houſe were more ſcandalized, amongſt 
which I was one,and fitting by #/ilmort and Aſpburnbam,Wilmott 
ſtood up and told them,if ſuch papers as that of the. Seors would 
procure monies, he doubted not but the Officers of the Engliſh 
Army might eaſilydo the like, but the firſt order was reverſed not- 
withſtanding,and the 10000, pound given to the Scots ; this was 
rhe-cauſe of many diſcourſes of diſlike. amongſt us, and came to 
this purpoſe, that they were diſobliged by the Parliament ; and 


' not by the King, this being {aid often one to another, we did re- 


ſolve,that is, Y/Filmott, Aſbburnham, Pollard, Oneale, and my ſelfe 
ro make ſome expreſſion of ferving the King in all things hee 
would command us, that were honourable for him and, us, being 
likewiſe agreeable to the fundamentall laws of the kingdome,rhax 
ſo far we ſhould live and die with him.
